Unconfirmed but persistent ru- 
mors circulated in reliable quarters 
that another 100,000 men will be 
sent to East Africa-soon to take 
Amba Alaji before March 1. Such 
an increase in Italy's forces would 
bring the total there up to roughly 
500,000 men. 

Should the League committee 
plan to increase the scope of sanc- 
tions, some observers said, the 
closure of Italian ports to shipping 
from sanctionist countries might be 
ordered.

WHO MAY TEACH SCHOOL 


Hereafter no one will be allowed to teach 
school in Alberta unless holding a membership 
card in a teachers’ organization—“union” if the 
word is preferred. 

This is the substance of information given 
by Premier Aberhart to a delegation of school 
trustees. Legislation to make the schools 
“closed shops” will be introduced at the present 
session of the legislature, the Premier stated. 

Similar legislation was introduced in the 
legislature a year ago but failed of enactment. 
Solidarity of the present Government's sup- 
porters makes it probable it will pass this time. 

It is to be supposed a complementary clause 
will be inserted providing that every graduate 
of a provincial normal school must be admitted 
to membership in the teachers’ organization. 
The schools may be made “closed shops,” but 
the profession cannot be closed to any boy or 
girl who complies with the Government's re- 
quirements for admission into it. 


THEY SHOULD BE HEARD 

The legislature would be entirely within its 
rights, strictly in accord with precedent, and 
mindful of its own responsibilities, if it should 
require Major Douglas and Mr. Magor to appear 
before it and explain the methods and the meas- 
ures by which they propose to untangle the 
“mess” and clear the way to start distribution 
of the dividends. 

That the two advisors do not appear to see 
alike in all respects has nothing to do with the 
case. They are both civil servants, for the time 
being, and the authority of the legislature is 
not narrowed or broadened by what may hap- 
pen to be the personal views of any of its em- 
ployees, It is entitled to ask these, and any of 
them, at any time for information on any sub- 
ject, and to get the information—without re- 
gard to what they may think or whether they 
think alike or disagree. 

That the two advisors appear to differ makes 
it more than otherwise important that the mem- 
bers should know what advice they are giving. 
Only so can the legislature decide whose ad- 
vice is to be taken. And only so can justice 
be done to the advisors themselves, and to the 
taxpayers whose money is being spent to 
secure their advice. 

THINGS MIGHT BE WORSE 

Just as an interlude in the discussion of 
Alberta’s weather, take time out to note the 
following things which happened on Friday in 
some other parts of the world: 

Central Japan had an earthquake, which 
killed five people and seriously injured six- 
teen, 

Hundreds of passengers were marooned on 
twenty or more vessels ice-bound in the Gulf 
of Chihli, off the coast of North China. 

Istanbul was shaken by an earthquake which 
drove thousands of Turks from their homes and 
tumbled these into ruins, 

Floods left 2,500 Spanish families homeless, 
playing havoc with property in Andalusia and 
throughout central Spain. 

Portugal was swept by another in the series 
of disastrous storms which have roared in from 
the North Atlantic in recent weeks, with further 
extensive property damage. 

A landslide in the Stora valley in Italy sent 
the population scurrying for safety, burying 
their homes in debris. 

In New Zealand a three-day downpour 
ruined crops, drowned hundreds of cattle, and 
marooned fifty farm families. 

Perhaps there are worse things than sub- 
zero weather in a country where earthquakes 
and landslides do not occur and where winter 
storms are not destructive; and which is under- 
lain with coal and provided with ample sub- 
basement reservoirs of natural gas. 


PENSIONS CAN BE PAID 

The Minister of finance says it would take 
$500,000/000 a year to pay pensions of $50 a 
month to people in Canada who are sixty years 
of age or over. It would, if pensions were paid 
to all, for there are more than 800,000 of them 

But this 800,000 include Premier King, Right 
Hon. R. B, Bennett, Sir Herbert’ Holt, members 
of the Senate, cabinet ministers past and pres- 
ent, judges, heads of banks, manufacturers, 
business and professional men, farmers whose 
farms bring them in a competence 

Nobody suggests these men need pensions, 
or should be asked to retire from active life. 
They are not competitors for wage and saiary 
jobs. ‘They create many times as many jobs as 


they occupy, and are of more value to the coun- 


try where they are than they would be in re- 
tirement. ‘ 

Deducting these, there are perhaps 300,000 
men and women who would be willing to vacate 
wage and salary jobs at 60 years for a pension 
of $50 a month. To pay these would require 
$180,000,000 a- year. 

Where would this money come from? Pay 
off the national debt and stop the interest 
wastage of $140,000,000 a year. Add to that a 
quarter of what the country is now spending 
on unemployment relief, and the pension money 
is in sight—and 300,000 jobs for younger men 
and women to step into. 

The pension money is being paid out now, 
all of it, but it is being paid to the wrong 
parties, « 

To say Canada cainot employ its entire 
population and cannot provide subsistence pen- 
sions to those who cannot be employed, is 
simply to say Canada cannot support the ten 
million people who live inside its borders. Does 
any body believe that nonsense?

$43,901,826 to $53,537,505, while imports increas- 
ed from $37,229,405 to $40,390,361.

If you 
don’t buy from your neighbour it is difficult 
for him to buy from you. If you do buy from 
your neighbour you obligate him to buy from 
you, for it is easier to liquidate with gocds 
than with gold. 

Producing the extra $10,000,000 of Canadian 
goods that were exported, and handling the 
$13,000,000 of extra imports and exports, must 
have taken many a man off the relief rolls, and 
helped provide freight for our railways and 
steamships. 

Bring back trade to the figures of 1928 and 
unemployment will be as scarce as it was in 
that year.

symptom—it compels the suf- 
ferer to do something about it and the sooner 
the better. It drives him to action and con- 
stitutes an immediate emergency. 

In meeting that emergency, many a person 
makes the mistake of being content with tem- 
porary relief. It is admitted that temporary 
relief is often of value in making the patient 
more comfortable. ‘Temporary relief can not 
be called a true curative treatment because no 
attempt is made to bring about a cure. The 
pain is only the effect of a cause and that cause 
must first be taken away if any lasting im- 
provement is to be secured. 

The best plan when pain is present, is to 
try to find out the fundamental cause of the 
pain. In normal health, pain is unknown, A 
part must be insulted by disease, must be in- 
jured, pressed upon, painful. Whenever pain 
appears, there is always a reason for it. 

Pain is a symptom which exhibits a varied 
and complex character. In the first place, pain 
is a subjective symptom. It is a sensation that 
is strictly private—you are the one who feels 
it and you are the one who must describe it. 
You may describe it as boring, sharp, or shoot- 
ing. It may be so slight that you must center 
your attention upon it to feel it at all, or it 
may be so severe that you can think of nothing 
else. It is pre-eminently your own personal 
experience and you must bear it with what for- 
titude you can muster until relief is found. 

We have various ways of estimating pain 
as to frequency, duration, severity and so on, 
but to date, no accurate way of measuring pain 
has been devised. There is a machine which is 
supposed to tell when you are telling a lie, but 
no machine has been invented which will mea- 
sure the severity of a painful sensation. 

Sometimes an adequate estimate of the na- 
ture of a pain may be secured by asking the 
patient such questions as these: “What part is 
the most painful?” “How long at a time does 
the pain last?” “Does the pain become worse 
when you move around?” “Is the pain worse at 
night?” “Did it appear suddenly?” ‘Does the 
pain bother you a great deal or do you have 
periods when you forget it?” “Do you werry 
about the pain getting worse, that is, do you 
worry for fear it will become more severe?” 
However, in addition to considering the pa- 
tient’s answers to these questions, the doctor 
in charge of the case should also make a thor- 
ough examination. 

From my own experience I know that if 
you ask patients what symptom they wish to 
overcome first, that the majority of them will 
say that first of all they want to get rid of a 
pain that has been troubling them. Just to have 
the pain go away is always the most important 
thing to a patient. Nevertheless, the pain is not 
the most important thing; the really important 
thing is to get down to causes. Removal of the 
cause is the only way to bring the patient per- 
manent relief. 

While the cause is being removed, the pa- 
tient may be greatly helped by applying heat 
in some form and that is a popular treatment 
inasmuch as it may be used at home. However, 
heat applications as a rule should be supple- 
mented by the treatment necessary to over- 
come the cause.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Monday) in 1816, 
120 years ago, Rt. Rev. Charles 
Inglis, the first Anglican bishop 
in Canada, indeed, the first col- 
onial bishop in the Empire, died 
at Halifax. He was rector of 
Trinity church, New York, in the 
final years of the revolution. In 
1775 when the British for a time 
evacuated New York Dr. Inglis 
received a message from one of 
the continental generals, demand- 
ing that he “omit the violent 
prayers for the King and the 
Royal family when his com- 
mander in chief (George Wash- 
ington) should attend church.” 
On another occasion a company 
of about 100 armed rebels, with 
drums beating and fifes playing, 
their guns “loaded and bayonets 
fixed marched into the church. 
The congregation was thrown in- 
to a panic, expecting a massacre, 
but the rector took no notice and 
went on with the service. The 
rebels stood in the aisle for about 
15 minutes and then went into 
pews, but contented themselves 
with disturbing the service. After

the British surrender, “threatened 
ed with a demolition of the 
churches and the destruction of 
those who frequented them” Dr. 
Inglis closed his three pulpits, 
taking down the coat of arms 
from Trinity church, which was 
hung in Trinity church, Saint 
John, and is there today, having 
escaped destruction in the great 
fire of 1877, 

In August, 1783, he left New 
York for Nova Scotia and then 
went to London, where, after four 
years of uncertainty as to his 
future and cooling his heels in 
ante-rooms of ministers and pre- 
lates, he was rewarded for his 
services and long sufferings by 
being consecrated at Lambeth 
Palace, on August 12, 1787, as 
Bishop of Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, of Canada to the 
Mississippi, of Newfoundland and 
of the Bermudas. His oversight 
of the Anglican churches at Que- 
bec, Three Rivers, Sorel and 


Montreal and of “the uvper 
country” continued until the com- 
ing of Bishop Mountain to Que- 
bec in 1793.

THE MALCONTENTS 

The most effective comment 
upon Mr. Bennett's dissertations 
in Parliament on wheat (and 
doubtless as well upon Mr. Mc- 
Farland’s apology and defence 
about to be delivered in Calgary) 
are made by certain plain and 
easily understandable figures 
which appeared in yesterday's 
news columns--some of them in 
the speech by Mr. Euler, the Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce, 
and others in the news reports. 

The case against the Bennett 
wheat policy, which was planned 
by Mr. Bennett and Mr. McFar- 
land without consultation with 
anybody—even Mr. Bennett's col- 
leagues and the Government's 
regular officials being kept com 
pletely in the dark—and carried 
out under such conditions of 
secrecy that it was never possible 
to understand at any given time 
what they were trying to do. is 
simply that so far as selling Cana- 
dian wheat—which was the only 
reason for jis existence—was con- 
cerned it was a disastrous failure. 

The case for the wheat policy 
of the present Government which 
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is being carried out in the open, 
with no necessity for passwords 
and the other paraphernalia of 
conspiracy, is that it is selling 
wheat and is thus recovering— 
slowly it is true but nevertheless 
steadily—the markets which were 
being progressively lost through 
the incompetence of Mr. Bennett 
and Mr. McFarland. 

Mr. Bennett's skill as lawyer 
for the defence, Mr. McFarland’s 
plausibilities (which no doubt 
will pe much in evidence in his 
Calgary broadside), the elaborate 
manipulation of statistics, per- 
centages, and what-not by the 
somewhat discredited “brain 
trust” which supplies both gentle- 
men with their arguments—all 
these, however vigorously and 
persistently employed, do not in 
the least change the fact that Mr, 
McFarland could not or would 
not sell wheat, his failure being 
attended with ruinous conse- 
quences to Canada, whereas the 
present Wheat Board is selling 
wheat and is gradually freeing 
Canada from the disadvantages 
which were the legacies gf the

Miss K. D. Courtney, member of 
the League of Nations Union Execu- 
tive in London, told the Ottawa So- 
ciety of the League of Nations So- 
ciety in Canada that 97 per cent. of 
a voluntary ballot of 11,500,000 votes 
cast in England expressed the opin- 
ion that Great Britain should stay in 
the League of Nations. 

Miss Courtney, speaking on the 
subject, “What Can Your Opinion 
and My Opinion Do About War and 
Peace?” said: 

“The Hoare-Laval peace proposals 
caused a great uprising of public 
opinion in Great Britain. This was 
due to the knowledge of the situa- 
tion held by the general public. It 
was so tremendous that the British 
government had to bow to it. 

“IT would not suggest that you 
here in Canada hold a peace ballot, 
since I am unaware of your local 
conditions, but if you find after 
study, that such a proposal is feas- 
ible, you will find that it is very 
educational and worthwhile,” Miss 
Courtney concluded.

Most people believe that if pure 
water is reduced to the “freezing 
point’ or 32 degrees, Fahrenheit, it 
will begin to freeze. The truth 1s: 
Water can be reduced in temperature 
much lower than this, even down as 
low as zero, and still not freeze-—pro- 
viding it is motionless, and not agitat- 
ed in the least. Water at these low 
temperatures will freeze almost in- 
stantly 1f it is moved or agitated to 
any extent. The adoption of 32 de- 
grees as the freezing point is based 
on experiments at sea level with water 
more or less in a state of agitation. 
On mountain tops, the freezing point 
is much higher than 32 degrees, due 
to less air pressure

Three cups cubed cooked lamb,

tablespoon curry powder, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon pepper. 

Break the bones of the roast and 
put into kettle with onion peeled 
and sliced, celery tops, turnip cut 
in cubes, parsley and sliced carrots. 
Cover with cold water and simmer 
thirty to sixty minutes. Strain and 
measure. There should be 2 cups- 
ful. Melt butter and stir in flour 
and curry powder softed together. 
Cook and stir until mixture bub- 
bles. Slowly add stock, stirring con- 
stantly. Bring to the bolling point 
and add diced meat. Heat thorough- 
ly and serve in @ of hot, 
cooked rice.

One cup dried peaches, 1-4 cup 
butter or other shortening, 1-2 cup 
granulated sugar, 1 egg, 1-2 cup 
milk, 1 1-2 cups flour, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 3 teaspoons baking powder, 1-4 
teaspoon soda, 1-2 teaspoon almond 
extract. 3 

Wash peaches and put through 
coarse knife of food chopper. 
Cream shortening and sugar. Beat 
in a few teaspoons sifted flour, 
Mix and sift remaining flour with 
salt, baking powder and soda. Add 
well beaten egg to first mixture. 
Mix well and add milk alternate- 
ly with dry ingredients. Add flavor- 
ing and peaches and mix well. 
Turn into a well buttered mold and 
steam for one hour. Remove from 
steamer and put in a hot oven for 
ten minutes. Serve warm with hot 
lemon sauce. 


LEMON BSAUCE 

One-half cup sugar, 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch, few grains salt, 1 cup 
boiling water, 1 lemon, 1 tablespoon 
butter, 1 egg yolk. 

Mix and sift sugar, cornstarch and 
salt. Stir in boiling water and cook 
and stir until mixture boils. Add 
Grated rind of lemon and cook and 
stir for five minutes, Add butter 
and juice of lemon and remove 
from fire. Stir in egg yolk and serve 
warm.

A western state, not so very long 
ago, passed a bill limiting the 
height of women’s heels to an inch 
and a half. The wearing of any 
heels over that height was prohibit. 
ed. T can't help remarking it is 
pretty bad when the law has to step 
in to put a little heel-sense into 
women’s heads. Any female of nore 
mal intelligence should know the 
good and bad points about high 
heels without having to be’ told. 

According to Virginia Verrill, 
tadio songstress, most women do 
not select their heel heights very 
wisely. Virginia herself is very sen. 
sible in this respect. For evening 
and dress wear, of course, she does 
wear high heels, though not the 
ridiculously high spike heels that 
you often see girls tottering around 
on. But for street and sports wear, 
she prudently wears heels of a 
moderate height only. 

There are two ways in particular 
in which high heels are likely to 
prove injurious. In the first place, 
they have an extremely detrimental 
effect on the posture of the body. 
And in the second place, they may 
be the direct cause of poor foot 
health. In relation to posture, high 
heels tend to throw the body out 
of alignment. When such heels are 
worn, a woman must use muscular 
effort to keep herself erect. She 
throws her knees forward, curves 
her spine excessively, and throws 
the abdominal organs out of posi- 
tion. And a good many bodily ills 
may result from this. 


FEET AND LEGS INJURED 

The feet and legs, too, may be in- 
jured through the wearing of ex- 
cessively high heels. By throwing 
the weight constantly forward upon 
the anterior portion of the foot, 
they are likely to cause depression 
of the anterior arch. In addition, 
they may cause painful callouses, 
contracted toes and like pedal dis- 
orders. 

Of course, I don't intend to say 
that women never should wear 
high heels. That would be prudish 
—and women wouldn't follow my 
advice, anyway. But I am going to 
say that only heels of a sensible 
height should be worn when a wo- 
man is to be on her feet for any 
length of time, or is to do any 
sizable amount of walking. For 
dress wear, and during the few 
festive hours of evening, high heels 
are appropriate and may safely be 
worn. But for business, street and 
sportswear, heels of a moderate 
height only should be used.

If 
another bad storm came along at 
the present time, without these 
shipments forwarded, the provincial 
livestock situation would become 
critical, 

In the course of his address the 
Premier referred to protests lodged 
at Ottawa over his Sunday 
addresses and in this connection 
said, “Because on one or two occa- 
sions we have read letters which 
scemed to some people to be of a 
business nature, or aiding our cause 
outside of religion, we are being 
criticized and complained against 
at Ottawa. I believe the quickest 
way to destroy the sanctity of Sun- 
day is to make it pharasetically 
sanctimonious.”

GIVE REASONS

WAGE TAX IS 
NEW PLAN FOR 
CITY COUNCIL 


Tax Reform League Spon- 
| sors Scheme for Consid- 
eration by Aldermen 


Imposition of a wage tax on all 
wage-carners as a new source of 
Tevenue is one of several pro- 
Pesals placed before city council 
by the Edmonton Tax Reform 
League and which will be con- 
sidered by council at its regular 
meeting Monday. Power for a 
charter amendment would have 
to be procured from the legisla- 
ture before such a tax could be 
imposed, 

Commissioners are preparing a 
report analyzing the suggestions 
made by the League, and in con- 
nection with the wage tax idea, 
commissioners state that they un- 
derstand offsets would be allowed 
against real estate taxes. British 
Columbia has adopted this tax, 
} Which is levied against all wage- 
| earners, It is also pointed out that 
| as the Dominion plans to take over 
| the collection of the provincial in- 
come tax, “a municipal wage tax or 
income tax under the  circum- 
stances might be procured by legis- 
lative amendment,” 


RENTERS’ TAX 

Other suggestions made by the 
League include a householders’ or 
| renters’ tax, increase in light and 
water rates and the placing of 
spending boards more directly un- 
der the power of city council. 

Commissioners oppose the idea of 
an increase in utility rates on 
principle and also because such a 
step would tend to reduce con- 
sumption of power and water, They 
agree, however, that civic boards 
should be controlled more directly 
by council, particularly with re- 
spect to expenditures.

HEAVY LOANS 
OUTSTANDING 
SAYS REPORT 


To the Provincial 


Government 


Loans outstanding at Dec. 31, 
1935, under provisions of the Al- 
berta Co-Operative Credit Societies 
Act totalled $1,574,625.12 and repay. 
ments of outstanding loans exceed- 
ed new loans by $45,000, according 
to the annual report on co-opera- 
tive credits, made available on 
Monday by Hon. Charles Cockroft, 
provincial treasurer. 

The loans outstanding at the end 
of 1935 show a decrease of about 
$7,000, compared with the amount 
on the books at the end of Decem- 
ber, 1934. New loans totalling $76,- 
| 472.97 were issued in 1935 but pay- 
ments received on outstanding 
loans totalled $120,045.16. 


SUGAR BEETS PROGRESS 

The report indicates that the 
sugar beet societies are in good 
shape and loans totalling $50,000 
were issued. By January of this 
year, these loans had been repaid. 
Guarantees totalling $73,284.83 is- 
sued to the Alberta Rural Credit 
Corporation in 1935 were imple- 
mented by the government. 

It is shown that less than $3,000 
worth of these loans were repaid 
during the year. At the end ot! 
1935 guarantees outstanding totalled 
$224,698.07 from the period July 31, 
the date when the fund was in- 
augurated until the end of 1935. 

Since the inception of the societ- 
ies, loans totalling $8,268,600.33 have 
been issued of which $6,633,624.12 
have been repaid. Repayments to 
| the government have exceeded new 


| four years.

FROM HOMES 


Low-landers in Three Sou- 
thern States Menaced 
By Water 


CHICAGO, Fev. 24—Floods and 
fice gorges drove hundreds of per- 
sons from their homes Sunday. 
Low-landers in the menaced re- 
gions of Indiana, Kentucky, and 
Idaho were forced to abandon their 
residences as swollen streams inun- 
dated thousands of acres. Four 
Californians. drowned as _ flood 
waters spilled over great stretches 
of land. 

Red Cross workers reported they 
had induced most of the 2,500 fami- 
lies in Ohio river communities 
menaced by a 100-mile field of ice 
to leave their property. The warn- 
ing to “expect the worst” was 
broadcast through low territory 
from Newburgh, Ind. to Union- 
town, Ky. 


Thawed by a sharp rise in tem-j; in 15 daily installments, beginning 


peratures, ice jams along the Ohio 
broke loose, hurling thousands of 
fons of water and floes against the 
huge gorge at Uniontown. The gorge 
held fast. The river upstream rose 
to flood stage or beyond, spilling 
over its banks and covering sur- 
rounding bottom land. 


HEAVY ICE FLOES 

A general break in the ice gorge 
between Evansville and Newburgh, 
Ind., 20 miles upstream, sent heavy 
floes down the river, Coast Guards- 
men were standing by at strategic 
points to assist persons who had not 
yet fled from the threatened dis- 
trict. No immediate damage was 
reporicd. 

After 24 hours of intense activity 
Red Cross workers had evacuated 
all but a few isolated families in 
the path of the gorge. Arrange- 
ments to shelter the refugees were 
cornpleted. 

HOMES ABANDONED 

Homes and cultivated areas near 
Nampa, Idaho, were 
when Indian Creek left its banks 
for the first time in 10 years. Water 
from Bear Creek poured into 
Merced, Cal. for the first time in 
eight years, engineers at Sacra- 
mento, Cal. opened all 48 flood 
gates to divert the Sacramento 
river overflow into Yolo by-pass. 

Flood dangers increased in the 
middlewest as a sudden thaw 
set in.

Alberta's public debt of $158,- 
629,519 at 2.75 per cent interest, 
ate cartied to fruition, tax pay- 
ers of this province will be saved 
$3,297,519 a year ‘in interest 
charges, it was revealed here on 
Monday. 

The refunding plan was placed 
before the Dominion government at 
the December interprovincial con- 
ference at Ottawa and was included 
in a proposal drafted by James C 
Thompson, provincial auditor, and 
made available to members of the 
legislature, 

Mr. Thompson originally drafted 
his proposals for the benefit of R. 

Magor, of Montreal, who is act- 
ing as special financial and re- 
organization adviser to the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Magor, in turn, will 
submit a report to the government 
and the government will bring in 
its budget based on these proposals 

From the annual $3,297,519 saving 
by the refunding operation as pro- 
}posed by Mr. Thompson, $457,115 
}reduction in interest and $511,049 
for sinking fund would be subtract- 
ed. If the Dominion government 
took over relief costs, it is esti- 
mated a further $1,836,968 would be 
saved,

Aberhart is Against Sur- 
render of Autonomous 
Rights 


Alberta will agree to the pro- 
posed Dominion Loan Counc! if 
such agreement does not inter- 
fere with its autonomous rights 
and does not necessitate altering 
the British North America Act, 
but Alberta will not agree if 
autonomous rights are affected. 
This is known to be the expressed 

stand of the government on the 
subject. 

The matter was brought up again 
when, in the legislature correspond- 
ence was tabled including a wire 
from R. J. Magor, financial adviser 
to the government, urging Premier 
William Aberhart to agree to terms 
of the Loan Council as prososed by 
the Dominion, as it would help this 
province obtain aid. 

This urging took place when ne- 
gotiations were on foot for the loan 
to mect a maturing Alberta bond 
issue on Jan. 15. 

At that time, Premier Aberhart 
wired Hon. A, C. Dunning, Domine 
ion minister of finance that Al- 
berta would agree to the loan 
council only if autonomous rights 
were not affected. 

Just what attitude the province 
will take when the loan council 
actually is set up and when a fur- 
ther loan is required to meet ma- 
turing obligations on April 1, is 
not known.

EDEN EXPLAINS | 
BRITISH POLICY : 


By G. H. ANDERSON 
Associated Press Stalf Writer 

LONDON, Feb. 24—The House of 
Commons cheered Anthony Eden, | 
forcign secretary, today when he 
assured its members that Great 
Britain's attitude toward the Italo- 
Ethiopian war was based solely on

It was stated McCarthy had hit 
his head on bottom in a dive while 
swimming two days before the 
bout. It was believed the verte- 
bra was broken then and Pelkey's 
punch knocked the bone out of
